PANIC TALK OF TAFT IS 


"All ROT," SAYS LEADING 


COMMERCIAL NEWSPAPER 


New York. Xov. 2.—The Journal of Commerce, recognized as 


the leading financial newspaper of the country and strictly non- 
partisan as to-T>olities has the following to say at the present crisis of 
the presidential campaign: 


•'It is not creditable that the statements which are given out 


in the name of President Taft from day to day in an effort to 
create a panicky feeling and get \ip a "scare" over the result 
of the coming election, in ease the president should not be 
re-eleeted and his party continued in power, should be written 
by him. They do not read like anything he is known to have 
written. That Tie should stamp them with his approval and let 
them go out over his name is unworthy of the reputation he has 
borne for ability, judicial character and sincerity. He- has 
never laid claim to being an authority or even a close student, 
on economic and financial questions, and has given abundant 
evidence that he is nothing of the kind. To accept what is put 
forth in his name as expressions of his honest belief would be 
-to refleetgponjiis intelligence and common sense. 
_ 


- He -filly- Fe'entirely convinced~ that a protective tariff 


warding off foreign competition, was necessary to the building 
up of some of our important industries, and is still necessary to 
shield them from disaster. He may have persuaded himself 
that the prosperity of the country will be seriously impaired 
by such damage in the tariff as the party opposed to his elee- 
ition would make if it -should 
succeed in 'defeating 


him. Many highly intelligent and honorable men, nourished 
upon the protection doctrine, no doubt believe this in all sin- 
cerity. 
v?e hardly think they can believe in anv such disas- 


trous consequences as are predicted in his name,'and nothing 
but a political situation which they regarded as desperate it 
seems to us could '"induce them to try to get up such a "scare" 
as a means of carrying the election, now "so near at hand. 


But that for which we can find no excuse for President Taft 


whatever leniency might be shown for the tactics of the ordi- 
nary machine politician is the attempt to bolster up these dire 
predictions of calamity by absolute misrepresentation of the 
cause of panics and the depression that has followed them in 
time past. The only case that can be wrenched to serve the pur- 
pose is the crisis of 1893. which happened in the first year of 
President Cleveland's second administration, but which was 
the culmination of forces that had been working toward it for 
three years as the result of the silver asritation under a Repub- 
lican administration. The cause of that crisis is fully under- 
stood and has been many times set forth by competent anthor- 
ities on the subject, including the distinguished Republican sen- 
ator from Ohio.. Hon. Theodore E. Burton. Xo such authority 
attributes it to anything done or apprehended in revising the 
tariff. 


The passage of the tariff act to which the name of Con- 


gressman Tfilson is attached came more than a year after the 
crisis of 1593. and the "Wilson bill" was so mangled in the 
Senate with the help of such protectionist Democrats as Gor- 
man, of Maryland: Briee of Ohio, and Smith, of Xew Jersey 
that President Cleveland expressed 
his disappointment in 


severe terms, while permitting it to become law, as a little bet- 
ter than the McKinley act of 1890. which it displaced. It was a 
little less protective than what it superseded, and was more so 
in nearly all respects than the Payne tariff which the President 
so ardently defends, now that he is overwhelmed with the pros- 
pect that the penalty for its defects is at hand. To attribute 
the crisis of 1893 and the depression which inevitably followed 
it to the TTilson-Gorman tariff of 190i or to apprehension of it 
Tdien Cleveland was elected in 1892. and to use this as an ar<m- 
ment in the closing days of the campaign is either unintelligent 
or it is dislionest. Those who indulge in this kind of argument 
are entitled to their choice as between ignorance or dishonesty

:emple. So it is with the 
life in 


Egypt, the Egypt of sin. It is sin 
that chokes the channel, that cats 
the wire of Communication and puts 
up a barrier between you and God. 
and you cannot have fellowship with 
Tesus Christ as long- as you are liv- 
ng In the Egypt of sin.

there is protection and power. When

her soldiers, how much

That he should stamp them with his approval and let 
them go out over his name is unworthy of the reputation he has 
borne for ability, judicial character and sincerity. He has 
never laid claim to being an authority or even a close student, 
on economic and financial questions, and has given abundant 
evidence that he is nothing of the kind. To accept what is put 
forth in his name as expressions of his honest belief would be 
to reflect upon his intelligence and common sense. 
- -He" -6&y-~be entirely convinced that a protective "tariff" 
H-arding off-foreign competition, was necessary to the building 
up of some of our important industries, and is still necessary to 
shield them from disaster. He may have persuaded himself 
that the prosperity of the country will be seriously impaired

him. Many highly intelligent and honorable men, nourished 
upon the protection doctrine, no doubt believe this in all sin- 
cerity.

the culmination of forces that had been working toward it for 
three years as the result of the silver agitation under a Repub- 
lican administration. The cause of that crisis is fully under- 
stood and has been many times set forth by competent author- 
ities on the subject, including the distinguished Republican sen- 
ator from Ohio, Hon. Theodore B. Burton. No such authority 
attributes ii to anything done or apprehended in revisin" the 
tariff.

The passage of the tariff act to which the name of Con- 


gressman Wilson is attached came more than a year after the 
crisis of 1S93. and the "Wilson bill" was so mangled in the 
Senate with the help of such protectionist Democrats as Gor- 
man, of Maryland: Brice of Ohio, and Smith, of New Jersey, 
that President Cleveland expressed his 
disappointment in 


severe terms, while permitting it to become law, as a little bet- 
ter than the MeKinley act of 1S90. which it displaced. It was a 
little less protective than what it superseded, and was more so 
in nearly all respects than the Payne tariff which the President 
so ardently defends, now that he is overwhelmed with the pros- 
pect that the penalty for its defects is at hand.

They were not 
allowed to build temples or

altars for the worship of Jehovah, 
and for the Israelites there was no 
real worship without an altar and 
.emple. So it is with the life in 
Sgypt, the Egypt of sin. 
It is sir- 


that chokes the channel, that 
cuts 


.he wire of communication and puts 
up a barrier between you and God. 
aad you cannot have fellowship with 
Jesus Christ as long as you are liv- 
ng in the Egypt of sin. 


"And again, ia Egypt, the child- 
ren of Israel were in the most gall- 
ng slavery. They were surrounded 
with 
ungodly heathen associates 


There are some that seem to think 
that God is trying to hamper and 
imit and narrow our lives. Abso- 
utely tbe reverse. It is sin that 
enslaves. It is God that sets yon 
'ree. Aeschylus, the great Greek

Many Join in Service. 


A brief season of sentence prayers, 


led by "Judge" Holloway and partici- 
pated in by more than a score of 
those present, intensified the soulful 
interest of the audience. It was in- 
deed a thoughtful audience, nearly 
seven hundred strong, that greeted Dr. 
Lyon as he read from the third chap- 
ter of Revelations, from the 14th to 
tbe 20th verses. By way of exposition, 
he declared that many have a false 
idea of the meaning of these verses, 
and believe that they indicate that the 
Lord would rather have a person en- 
tirely wicked and vicious than only 
partially so. "Those that have been in 
Laodicea tell us that they have two 
kinds of water In that country, one 
comes from the mountain streams. — 
just melted snow, ice cold, that they 
use for drinking purposes, and the 
other from the hot springs, a few 
miles distant, piped in boiling hot, 
that was used for bathing- and other 
purposes. Both were valuable, but the 
water in Laodicea was brackish, luke 
warm and loathsome. In this message, 
the pure water, either hot or cold, rep- 
resents the people of God that 
are 


valuable lives, that have individuality, 
earnestness and intensity, and whether 
the water was cold water for drinking 
purposes, or hot water for hathin: 
both of them were valuable. 
Neither 


of these types were vicious or un- 
clean. The luke warm water repre- 
sents a large part of the world to- 
day,—the indifferent ones, the church 
members of Laodicea, that were loath- 
some in the sight of God, just as they 
are today. It Is a most Inconsistent 
position, for one to profess that he be- 
lieves in Jesus Christ and His power 
to grant everlasting life, and not to be 
active and energetic, cold or hot. in 
the service of the Son of God. It is 
the luke warm ones that will be 
spewed out of His mouth." 


The speaker took as his text for the 


afternoon, the 20th verse of the third 
chapter of Revelations, "Behold. I 
stand at the door and knock; If any 
man tear my voice, and open the door; 
I will come In to him, and will sup 
with him. and he with me." 


"In these words_life is likened to a 
building that has oat one occupant, 
declared Dr. Lyon,—"the human souL 
the individual himself. No other one 
lives in your building but you. Let 
us examine this individual that lives 
in your building. Let us note his pow- 
ers, his talents, his characteristics, his 
possibilities. First, we note that this 
one In your building has the power of 
intellect, the power of reason, the 
ability to trace causes to their effects 
and effects back to their causes. 


The Human Faculties. 


"This one that lives in your build- 


ing and that is you, has the power of 
emotion, has the power of feeling, of 
sympathy, of kindness, of tenderness 
and hatred and of love. He has the 
power to respond to all the sweetest 
and noblest feelings of the soul, this 
individual In your building. More- 
over, he has the power of memory, 
on the walls of this life are engraved 
everything you have ever said, every- 
thing ever done, and, most of all, this 
one who lives in your building, has the 
most godlike of faculties, the power of 
voice, of decision, of will. Xo faculty 
could be higher than this,—that God 
has created you in His own Image, He 
has given to you the decision of fixing 
your own eternal fate. If you are 
saved, it will be by an act of will, 
that you will to do the will of God. If 
you are lost, it will be because you re- 
fuse to perform that act and will re- 
fuse to obey the dictates of your own 
conscience. 


"So many people seeni to think that 


they are going to be governed by cir- 
cumstances. Xot at all. They say, 
'We are going to remain neutral on 
this great matter.' Yoa can't do It 
You remember that Jesus prayed that 
•Thy will be done on earth,' that 'God's 
will be done on earth.' Some people 
seem to think that is a passive matter. 
It is an active matter. The very same 
element of Indecision that will make 
your 
life Impotent, valueless 
and 
worthless, will make It exactly so in 
religion. 'Thy will be done,'—that Is 
active,—to be done by you and 
me 


even as It Is being done by the angels 
of God. 


"Let us note this One outside the 


door. Holman Hunt has given to the 
world that great picture of the Son of 
God standing there, thorn-crowned; 
He Is knocking. You will note that 
that hand with which he knocks Is 
a pierced one, and if that seamless 
•cbe were thrust aside you might see 
uhat that side has been pierced by the 
Roman spears. Who is this standing 
juiside the door of your Soul tonight? 
Who is it tbat Is knocking for ad- 
admission? Is it some beggar seeking 
for food or raiment or shelter? Is It 
some great lord or potentate? 


"If one of America's mightiest mil- 


lionaires were to come to your home 
and ring your bell, if you know him, 
I am sure you wouldn't denv him ad- 
mission. If the king of England, or 
the emperor of Germany would visit 
America and come to your community 
and would choose your home as the 
one that was to be honored by the 
presence of that royal guest, is" there 
a one of this company that would not 
deem himself honored to have as his 
guest the king of England or the em- 
peror of Germany? 


"A traveler in the 
Highlands of 


Scotland stopped in the humble home 


ticed that there was one chair over in 
a corner with silk thread wound about 
it. He acted as though he was going 
to sit in that chair. 'No, no/ cried 
the good Scotch wife. 'You can't sit 
in there. The queen herself once step- 
lied at this cottage and sat in that 
chair.' Since that chair had been hon- 
ored by the presence of the queen, no 
one else had ever been permitted to 
sit in that chair. 


"Why. if one of the mightiest in the 


world would visit your home, that 
story would be told for generations and 
generations, how year home was hon- 
ored. 


The Godly Queen's Tears. 
"It is said that when the court chap- 


lain preached one day at Windsor Cas- 
tle upon the 
"Second 
Coming 
of 
Christ,' and in that message he was 
declaring the words of Jesus that He 
was going to come again, that we 
should keep. His communion as a re- 
membrance until He himself came 
back, he closed with the words 'Pray 
God that He may come quickly." He 
noted that Queen Victoria was in 
tears, and when the sermon was over, 
he went to her apartments and begged 
her pardon, asking if ae had done 
anything or said anything to offend her 
majesty." 


"' 'Xo/ said the queen, as the tears 


trickled down her cheeks, 'I was think- 
ing that wouldn't it be glorious If 
Jesus Christ would come to this earth 
ere I close my eyes in death, that I 
might have that unspeakable privilege 
of casting down my crown, the world's 
greatest crown, at the feet of the King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords.'"

"Notice some of the characteristics 


of the Christ. First of all note His 
expectancy.

If I would come to your home, while 
we are strangers, I have 
confidence 


that every one in this building, rich or 
poor, Christian or unbeliever,—yes, I 
could bank my eternal destiny on'it, 
if I would knock at your door, vou 
wouldn't hesitate. You would let "me 
in. I am sure that I would let you 
into my home. If you ever come to 
Wheaton, outside of Chicago, and sav 
you are from Newark,—that will b'e 
enough, — the very best we have will 
be none too good for you. 


AYouldn't Reject a Stranger. 


"Friends, can it be that you would 


open your door gladly and hospitably 
to one to whom you are under no ob- 
ligations, to one to whom you are al- 
most a stranger, one that vou never 
met until six weeks ago, and" yet Jesus 
Christ, who loved yon with" an ever- 
lasting love, who was present with 
you since the creation of this universe, 
who rose from the grave like a giant 
from his sleep,—can it be that one of 
you would be so thoughtless and in- 
different and hard of heart as to keep 
the Christ waiting outside your door.
